mown in Kansas City and 
St. Louis. 


‘Itls Alleged That His Mistress Shot Him--A 


Mysterious Occurrence:

Kansas City, Mo., December 25.—Jacob 


Blitz, a well-known musician of this 
city and leader of Coates’ Opera- 
house Orchestra, suicided in his room at 
511 Oak street this morning by sending a bul- 
let into his brain. His mistress, Addie 
Ayers, was in the room at. time 
and witnessed the shooting. Blitz has 
lived in the city for about 
four years, but formerly lived in St. Louis, 
where he was leader of several well known 
bands. They occupied rooms on 
Market street, boarding with a 
lady named Clark. During the six years 
that they lived together as man and wife 
several separations took place, but 
each time the woman returned 
to live with her paramour, to whom sbe 
seemed strongly attached, and from whom, 
according to her story she re- 
ceived but little support and much 
abuse. While in St. Louis she at divers 
times entered houses of ill-fame, claiming 
she was forced to that extremity by the mis- 
erly conduct of Blitz. Leaving St. Louis 
they came to this city and took rooms 
with a lady on West Seventh street, where 
they lived as man and wife until'the history 
of their past relations became known. The 
two quarrelied incessantly, and on one 
occassion Blitz made a brutal as 
sault on her in public. 
A separation followed, and the woman en- 
tered a sporting-house on Fourth street, but 
soon returned to live with her alleged 
husband. Lately they have been 
living at 511 Oak street, the scene of the sui- 
cide. Blitz was 30 years old and was con- 
sidered a man of reputable habits. He was 
engaged to Fanny Canwan, a St. Louis Jady, 
a letter from whom came to him a few hours 
alter his death.

Blitz’ mistress is at the police station un- 
der guard.

BOSS WINANS’ HOUSE. 


A Description of the Baltimore Million- 
aire’s Magniticent New Residence, 
Baltimore Cor. of Philadelphia Times. 

The magnificent private residence for Ross 
R. Winans, the well known miliionaire, on 
St. Paul street, the erection of which was 
commenced last spring, is now completed.

The style is French renaissance and the ex- 
terior resembles very clusely an old Bel- 
gian or French chateau, with clinging 
ivy and historical associations. What re- 
mains of the lot has been transformed into a 
beautiful garden at a cost of $30,000.
